The  issue  of  Administration 
“interference”  in  the  ASBYU 
election  is  still  creating  some 
confusion,  according  to  Steve 
Gulbrandsen,  chief  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court. 

Gulbrandsen  made  the 
following  clarification  Tuesday: 
“As  I stated  last  week,  President 
Wilkinson  has  at  no  time 
interfered  with  those  matters  and 
decisions  which  rightly  belong  to 
the  students.  The  president  has 
been  conducting  an  independent 
investigation.  The  Supreme  Court 
is  now  conducting  an  independent 
investigation.  The  Supreme  Court 
is  now  conducting  a thorough 
investigation  of  the  election  and 
of  the  candidates.” 

Gulbrandsen  said  the  court  is 
considering  questions  not  ex- 
plored. “We  are  conducting  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the 
conduct  of  all  the  candidates.” 

The  court  will  also  discuss 
possible  violations  by  Reed 
Halladay  for  exceeding  his  budget 
and  purported  illegal  advertising 
by  Ken  Murdock,  and  a group 
advocating  a write-in  for  Brian 
Walton. 

Gulbrandsen  said  the  court 
members  talked  to  15  to  20 
witnesses  in  regard  to  the 
problems  at  a closed  session 
Tuesday. 

When  asked  how  long  it  will 
take  to  reach  a decision, 
Gulbrandsen  said:  “I  don’t  think 
there  are  five  people  on  this 
campus  who  are  more  anxious  to 
be  finished  with  the  whole  matter 


than  the  five  members  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  We  feel  a 
responsibility,  however,  to  take  as 
long  as  necessary  to  make  a fair 
decision.”

Non-Mormon  Views

In  any  area  where  one  religion 
dominates  the  community,  the 
influence  of  that  religion  is 
naturally  felt  in  all  areas.  This  fate 
has  not  escaped  Provo  or  The 
Church,  especially  in  the  area  of 
education. 

This  is  perhaps  illustrated  by 
the  fact  that  many  Protestant 
parents  prefer  to  enroll  their 
children  in  the  local  Catholic 
school  rather  than  to  send  them 
to  public  institutions.  The 
Catholic  Priest  estimates 
non-Catholic  enrollment  in  Saint 
Francis  to  be  as  high  as  one  third. 

Mothers  also  expressed  concern 
over  the  fact  that  their  children 
were  getting  “a  very  slanted 
impression”  of  Utah  history. 

One  mother  feels  that  “The 
Utah  Story”  the  text  by  Milton  R. 
Hunter  which  is  now  used  in 
almost  all  Utah  districts  by 


recommendation  of  the  state 
textbook  committee,  “ignores  all 
the  history  of  Utah  that  happened 
outside  the  Mormon  church.” 

Mrs.  Faye  Jensen  Buttle,  a local 
Mormon  and  social  science 
teacher  at  Dixon  Junior  High, 
agrees  with  this  and  has  written 
another  text  “for  that  very 
reason.” 

Referring  to  the  text  as  “a 
crusade,”  she  says,  “I’d  like 
non-Mormons  to  push  it.”  She 
points  out  that  she  has  made  a 
special  effort  to  include  in  her 
work  the  contributions  which  all 
faiths  have  made  to  Utah. 

Her  text  is  presently  in  use  in 
several  Salt  Lake  Schools,  as  well 
as  in  the  two  Provo  Junior  Highs. 
Mrs.  Buttle  feels  that  social 
studies  courses  should  emphasize 
“spirituality  and  character 
building,”  but  feels  that  while 
“Mormonism  will  always  be  an 
important  part  of  Utah  history,  I 
don’t  feel  that  a social  studies 


class  should  ever  be  used  as  an 
excuse  to  teach  church  doctrine.” 

Many  non-Mormons  expressed 
the  feeling  that  they  were  also 
“included  out”  when  it  comes  to 
local  government. 

“There’s  no  such  thing  as  a 
separation  of  church  and  state,”  a 
local  resident,  who  has  covered 
Utah  politics  for  the  Provo 
newspaper  for  several  years, 
claims.  She  adds,  “I  know  of  only 
one  non-Mormon  mayor  and  that 
was  down  in  Santaquin  and  I 
really  don’t  know  how  he  ever 
made  it.” 

“We  have  no  part  in  the 
government,”  the  local  Baptist 
minister  states,  pointing  out  that 
this  may  be  one  of  the  reasons  for 
much  of  the  frustration  which 
non-members  feel. 

Other  non-members  are 
surprised  and  sometimes  hurt  by 
what  they  consider  to  be  the

Workfare  Better 
Than  Welfare? 


The  U.S.  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  has  approved  the 
Administration’s  Family  Assistance  (Welfare)  plan,  a program  designed 
by  President  Nixon  to  end  the  scandal  that  has  been  the  welfare  system 
in  this  country  for  a number  of  years. 

In  extenuation  of  his  new  deal  for  public  assistance  Mr.  Nixon  said: 
“The  way  our  welfare  system  encourages  idleness  is  a scandal.  The  way

then  spent  a few 
minutes  together 
going  over  the 
rules  governing 
the  publication  of 
letters  to  the 
editor. 

It  so  happened 
in  this  case  that 
the  letter  in 
question  was  at 
the  press  waiting 
for  space  to  be 
printed.  He  had  indeed  followed 
the  rules  but  simply  had  not 
allowed  enough  time  for  the  letter 
to  be  printed. 

This  area  of  letters  to  the  editor 
seems  to  be  a source  of  constant 
irritation  to  both  the  student 
body  and  the  staff  of  the  Daily 
Universe. 

The  scene  related  above  has 
been  repeated  more  times  this 
semester  than  I care  to  remember, 
so  for  the  benefit  of  those  who 
have  submitted  letters  and  those 
who  will  yet  submit  letters,  a 
recap  of  the  rules  would  be  in 
order. 

It  should  be  recognized  at  the 
beginning  that  it  is  not  the

generations  in  a lifetime  of  despair-is  the  worst  scandal  of  all/ 

The  President  then  announced  his  determination  to  end  the 
scandal— to  reform  a system  that  has  “failed  the  taxpayers,  insulted  the 
working  poor  and  placed  people  on  the  treadmill  of  dependency.  We 
call  the  plan  ‘workfare’  rather  than  welfare  because  it  encourages 
people  to  work,”  he  explained. 

Under  the  new  program  there  is  no  incentive  for  a poor  worker  to 
quit  his  job  and  go  on  welfare  because  another  recipient  of  public  aid  is 
sitting  around  doing  nothing  and  getting  more  for  not  working  than 
does  his  neighbor  who  works.  With  “workfare”  this  disincentive  is 
removed.  A family  with  a working  member,  under  the  new  plan,  will 
get  more  than  a family  without  a working  member.  Work  will  always  be 
rewarded,  therefore  most  householders  will  go  to  work. 

Under  the  old  setup  every  dollar  earned  was  subtracted  from  the 
welfare  payment  which  is  100  per  cent  taxation.  Now,  with  the 
working  poor  added  to  the  welfare  lists,  the  principle  is  projected  that 
work  is  to  be  rewarded  in  America.  This  helps  the  man  who  is  not 
looking  for  a handout  and  gives  a boost  to  the  fellow  who  already  is 
trying  to  climb,  all  of  which  is  a good  investment  toward  ultimate 
independence  and  self-reliance.  It  saves  the  country  money  because  it 
starts  people  moving  off  the  welfare  rolls  and  onto  payrolls. 

What  has  been  acclaimed  the' most  successful  welfare  program  now  in 
operation  anywhere  is  conducted  with  the  immediate  objective  of 
putting  to  work  every  employable  person  for  whose  temporal  welfare 
its  sponsor  assumes  responsibility.  The  renowned  Welfare  Program  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  from  its  inception  has 
had  as  its  principal  aim  “to  help  the  people  to  help  themselves.”  In  one 
of  its  early  organization  meetings  (1939)  President  Heber  J.  Grant  said, 
“Work  is  to  be  re-enthroned  as  the  ruling  principle  in  the  lives  of  our 
Church  membership.”  The  second  objective,  he  declared  is  “to  obtain 
and  administer  to  the  needy,  the  necessities  of  life.” 

The  Church  Welfare  plan  has  the  advantage  over  the  newly  revamped 
U.S.  government  program  in  that  a deeply  religious  motive  sustains 
Church  members  in  a continuing  effort  to  meet  these  objectives  and 
purposes.  In  the  heart  of  every  true  Latter-day  Saint  burns  an  abiding 
conviction  that  the  plan  was  divinely  inspired  and  that  he  is  in  reality  a 
member  of  the  living  Chruch  of  Christ,  the  literal  Kingdom  of  God 
upon  the  earth.  He  accepts  without  reservation  the  fact  that  God 
requires  the  members  of  his  Church  to  look  after  the  temporal  wants  of 
those  in  need  to  the  end  that  none  shall  suffer  for  the  necessities  of  life. 

To  augment  this  service,  the  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  in  the 
middle  1930s  inaugurated  a program  contemplating  the  establishment 
of  projects  upon  which  the  basic  food  products  and  commodities  could 
be  produced  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  supplying  the  wants  of  the 
needy.  These  projects  were  to  be  supported  through  voluntary 
contributions  in  money  and  labor.  They  now  provide  opportunities 
whereby  recipients  can  work  for  what  they  receive,  thus  removing  them 
from  the  injurious  effects  of  the  dole. 

Projects  produce  such  tings  as  grains  and  grain  products,  meats, 
canned  goods,  dairy  and  poultry  stocks,  fruits,  vegetables,  clothing, 
fuel,  furniture,  bedding  and  many  other  household  articles. 


Indeed,  if  the  editor  (me  in  this 


case)  so  decides,  he  need  not  print 
a single  one.  But  since  leaving  out 
the  letters  to  the  editor  section 
would  be  about  the  same  as  not 
running  Peanuts,  don’t  look  for 
this  section  to  be  abolished. 

Letters  can  be  a most  helpful,  as 
well  as  interesting  and 
entertaining,  section  for  the  entire 
BYU  community.  It  is  upon  this 
rationale  that  space  is  alloted  for 
letters. 

But  most  often,  we  are  asked 
why  more  letters  are  not  printed. 
The  answer  is  that  it  is  simply  a 
matter  of  space.  For  every  letter 
printed  three  others  on  the 
average  are  received.  Most  of  these 
are  written  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  but  there  is  simply  not 
enough  space  available. 

To  insure  a representative  cross 
section  of  student  opinion 
through  letters  a number  of 
devices  are  employed.  Many  times 
letters  are  condensed  to  simply 
the  bare  essentials.  This  allows 
more  to  run. 

Often  time  letters  are  received 
saying  essentially  the  same  things. 
The  best  ones  are  chosen  and 
printed.  Dialogue,  if  it  is 
constructive,  is  encouraged. 

There  are  on  this  campus,  as  is 
undoubtedly  true  on  all  campuses, 
people  who  like  to  have  their 
opinions  heard.  They  submit  an 
inordinate  amount  of  material 
during  the  year  expecting  each 
word  of  it  to  be  printed.  This  is 
impossible,  of  course,  if  we  still 
give  others  an  equal  opportunity 
to  be  heard. 

Content  is  certainly  an 
important  consideration  for 


publication.  Letters  which  ai 
in  the  editor’s  view,  constn 
in  some  way,  will  not  be  pri 
This  is  not  to  say  that  L 
which  are  critical  of 
University  or  of  the  Univers 
not  be  printed.

many  bullet  holes  in  his 
airplane— one  of  the  real  miracles 
of  modern  heroism. 

“But  it  isn’t  any  of  that  I have 
been  treasuring  in  my  heart.  It  is 
the  conversation  between  some  of 
us  there.  When  Brother  Fisher  was 
asked  to  tell  about  his  act  of 
heroism  he  just  couldn’t  do  it.  He 
couldn’t  bring  himselt  to  tell  the 
story.  Somebody  else  did  while  he 
sat  with  his  head  bowed.  A lady 
there,  genuinely  moved,  said,  ‘Oh, 
Brother  Fisher,  that  was  certainly 
a courageous,  marvelous  thing. 
You  must  have  loved  that  man 
down  there  very  much  to  put 
your  life  on  the  line.’ 

“And  he  looked  up,  this  gentle 
man,  with  a surprised  look  and 
said,  ‘Why,  no.  I hardly  knew 
him.’  Meyers  was  there,  you  see, 
and  he  was  a human  being,  and  he 
had  need,  and  Bernard  Fisher  had 
a way  to  try  to  help  him,  perhaps 
at  terrible  cost,  so  he  went 
down.”

When  he 
baa  inced  his  separation  from 
H atles,  Beatle  devotees  were 


crestfallen,  but  McCartney’s 
announcement  of  the  release  of 
his  own  solo  album  peaked  their 
curiosity.  The  Great  Question: 
what  would  he  sound  like  on  his 
own? 

It  has  been  suggested  that  if 
anyone  else  had  recorded  the 
album,  “McCartney,”  it  would 
never  sell,  and  the  suggestion  is 
probably  correct.  But  this  is  not 
to  suggest  that  the  album  is 
worthless.  It  is  definitely  not. 


It  is  a very  simple  album.  The 
songs  are  simply  recorded  and 
simply  performed— some  perhaps 
too  simply— but  this  is  perhaps  to 
be  expected  from  a composer  who 
has  left  the  frantic  world  of  his 
business  entanglements  for  a more 
relaxed  life  with  his  family.  Some 
of  the  cuts  are  nothing  more  than 
pleasant  little  ditties,  but  in 
stronger  moments  the  album 
effectively  redeems  itself. 

“Every  Night,”  for  example,  is 


engaging  and  intriguing.  The 
listener  is  drawn  into  the  song  by 
the  melodic  line  and  carried 
through  until  the  end.  The 
instrumental  backing  is 
outstanding. 

“Maybe  I’m  Amazed”  is 
another  of  the  album’s  strong 
points,  building  in  each  chorus  to 
a sound  so  full  that  the  listener  is 
tempted  to  believe  that  the  other 
three  Beatles  have  crept  into  the 
recording  studio  to  lend  a hand. 


“Junk”  and  the  instrumental 
version,  “Singalong  Junk,”  could 
relax  you  even  in  a dentist’s 
office. 

The  album  has  its  faults,  true. 
The  instrumentals  are  as  a rule 
quite  weak,  tending  to  sound 
rather  dull  and  uninspired.  When 
listening  to  “Oo  You,”  it  is 
sobering  to  reflect  on  what  a good 
well-placed  George  Harrison  guitar 
solo  would  do.

coolness  and  sometimes  even  the 
rudeness  with  which  some 
government  employes  treat  them. 
One  Catholic  Sister  spoke  of 
certain  insults  she  received  from  a 
mailman,  and  noted  that  she  is 
still  trying  to  forget  them. 

Mayor  Dixon  agrees  that 
non-Mormons  are  not  usually 
elected  to  posts  in  local 
government,  but  he  feels  that  this 
is  “always  the  case  where  one 
religion  is  predominant,”  and  he 
noted  that  the  city  makes  it  a 
policy  to  never  ask  applicants  for 
appointed  city  positions  to  state 
their  religious  affiliation. 

The  Catholic  Father  agreed  that 
“unfortunate  things  are  bound  to 
arise”  in  any  situation  where  one 
group  is  predominant.  He  adds 
that  he  is  heartened  by  those  who 
make  “a  sincere  effort  at 
understanding.” 

In  fact,  most  of  those 
interviewed  seemed  to  cry  out  for 
increased  understanding  among 
everyone.  Another  little  English 
lady,  whose  husband  is  LDS  and 
who  states  that  she  has  felt 
“rather  intense”  pressure  because 
of  religion  puts  it  this  way,  “All 
Mormons  should  be  stood  up  and 
spoken  to  by  somebody  who  isn’t 
a Mormon  and  made  to  listen  to 
someone  else’s  religion.” 

The  Catholic  Father  noted  that 
“th'i  invitation  has  been 
extended’’  to  increase 
inter-church  lectures  and  services, 
and  the  Episcopalian  Father  was 
glad  to  note  that  “a  few  LDS 
Sunday  School  classes”  visit  his 
services,  observe,  and  then  remain 
after  for  discussion  circles.  “This 
is  good,”  he  conceded,  “but  needs 
to  be  increased.” 

Even  good  things  result  from 
the  feeling  of  isolation  which 
many  Protestants  and  Catholics 
seem  to  share.  The  Catholic 
Father  has  found  the  ecumenical 
closeness  between  his  faith  and 
local  Protestant  religions  to  be 
higher  than  anywhere  else  he  has 


been.  A Catholic  Sister  added  that 
the  churches  seem  to  “support 
each  other”  in  all  of  their 
functions  because,  as  she  put  it, 
“we  need  it.” 

As  for  the  feeling  within  the 
various  faiths,  the  Baptist  minister 
said  his  congregation  seems  to 
have  grown  “more  solid,  closer 
together,  more  honest  with  each 
other,”  as  a result  of  outside 
pressures. 

The  Lutheran  Father  noted  that 
people  of  all  faiths  here  seem  to 
be  “most  highly  interested”  in 
serving  Christ. 

Those  interviewed  expressed 
praise  for  the  scenery,  the 
recreation  programs,  the  active 
community  organizations  and  also 
for  various  Mormons  whom  they 
had  found  to  be  “genuine  and 
sincere.” 

“Provo’s  a good  place  to  live,” 
the  ( resident  of  the  local 
Newcomers  Club  commented. 
“People  are  people  wherever  you 
go,”  she  said,  and  she  mentioned 
non-Mormon  friends  who  had 
“hated  every  bit  of  Utah  while 
they  were  here”  only  to  realize 
that  they  have  really  “flubbed  it” 
by  moving  away. 

Many  longtime  non-Mormon 
residents  love  Utah  and  are  active, 
if  protesting,  citizens  of  it.  As  the 
journalist  put  it,  “We  wouldn’t  be 
kicked  out  of  here  if  we  had  to.” 

Perhaps  the  comment  of  one 
particularly  impressed  foreigner 
best  sums  it  all  up,  “The 
mountains  are  beautiful  and  the 
climate  can  hardly  be  matched, 
but  every  week  or  so  I just  get 
that  ‘boxed  in’  feeling  and  I just 
want  to  walk  down  main  street 
without  a stitch  on  and  with  a big 
cigar  in  my  mouth  and  a fifth  of 
whiskey  dangling  at  my  side.” 
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so  many  people  interested  in 
living  the  gospel  of  Christ.” 

There  was  also  praise  for  the 
standards  of  the  local  people.  A 
young  lady  states,  “I  was  amazed 
by  the  sight  of  so  many  bunches 
of  people  who  didn’t  drink  or 
smoke.”

People  also  praised  LDS 
kindness  and  generosity, 
especially  to  members  of  their 
own  faith.  “They  take  good  care 
of  their  own,”  the,  English 
housewife  said.  And  the  Vietnam 
pilot’s  widow  said  she  felt  “almost 
guilty  criticizing  anything” 
because  she  couldn’t  have  asked 
for  kinder  treatment  at  the  death 
of  her  husband.  She  mentioned 
“so  much  food,  and  baked  bread 
and  flowers”  from  “people  I 
hardly  even  know.” 


“This  is  the  kind  of  thing  that 
soothes  the  loneliness  that 
non-members  sometimes  feel,” 
she  stated,  “I  wish  it  would 
happen  more  often.”
